HIS LAST MOMENTS. 

Copgnnacsn, January 30. 

It was not till 2.30 that“the’King felt soffi 
sieatly’indisposed to retire to bed.

Dowager Empress of Rassia and Prince Hans 
were present at the end. The other members 
of the family arrived too late. The official 
sunouscement of the King's death ssys that 
the symptome pointed to heart failare. The 
‘secession of Frederick VIII. will be proclaimed 
to-morrow morning at the Amalienborg palace 
in the presence of the high dignitaries, and also 
ata joint meeting of both houses of the Rigsdag
